REPORTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMISSIONER
Commissioner E. Joseph Savoie congratulated the new officers and thanked Regent
Toupsfor serving as Chairman and the Board' s commitment to improving education at dl levelsin
Louisana
Dr. Savoie recognized Kim Hunter Reed, Deputy Commissioner for Public Affairs at the Board

of Regents, who isjoining the staff of Governor-elect Kathleen Babineaux Blanco. He thanked Ms.



Reed for her tenure at the Regents, and said she was extremely vauable, talented and effective. He
noted that Dr. Jmmy Clarke, who has been heading up the Governor-elect’s trandtion office, will be
returning to his duties at the Board of Regents after the inauguration. Dr. Savoie commented that he
and Ms. Henry were privileged to serve on the Education Trangtion Team. He said that many good
recommendations will be forthcoming from the efforts of the Team.

Dr. Savoie mentioned that due to the inauguration of the Governor-elect, the Board of Regents
offices will be closed on Monday, January 12, 2004.

Commissioner Savoie cited a report released this week by Education Week magazine thet listed
Louisana as the nation’s number-one state in educationd accountability and number-five in efforts to
improve teacher quaity. He congratulated the Board of Elementary and Secondary Education for
earning the number-one digtinction in accountability. Commissoner Savoie commended the efforts of
Louisand s colleges of education and the sate' s university presidents and chancedlors for their work in
redesigning teacher training programs statewide. He aso acknowledged the work of the Blue Ribbon
Commisson on Teacher Qudity for itsrole in Louisiana s successful education reform efforts.

He further stated that the next Committee and Board meetings will be January 21 and 22, 2004.

Dr. Savoie recognized Dr. William Jenkins, President of the Louisana State University System,
in the audience and extended congratulations to the LSU Tigers for winning the nationa footbal
championship. Dr. Jenkins thanked the Board for its continued support throughout the past year. Chair
Toups noted that aforma celebration will take place on January 24 to celebrate the nationd
championship wins for the LSU Tigers and the Southern Jaguars.
